Characteristics of Zeppelin. | 


The principal characteristies of ‘the 
Zeppelin type of rigid airship are al- 
ready moré or less Penerally known. 
The hull consists primarily of a rigid | ocean 
framework made up of longitudinal 
and transverse girders, which, by the 
way, if placed end to end ‘on ‘the 
jsTound Wwould-‘cover a length of about 
ten’ miles> This' framework, which as 
a whole has the well-known cigar 
shape, is completely covered on! its 
outside ‘and protected from the 
‘Weathef by the so-called outer cover, 
Made of.an especially stfong and 
pigehte ge cotton fabric’ as a base, 
to which several layers of dope or 
lacquer and of metal-powder have 
been applied, so that the finished 
outer cover is a combination of these 
three materials, incorporating the ad- 
vantages of all three. The entire 
outer cover has been sandpapered 
all over after the final @boine to 
obtain the smoothest possible surface 
andthe A of resistance from 
friction in the air. 

The silver-like, glittering color of 
‘the outer cover gives the appearance 
of a metal-shee airship, and the 
suggestidn is frequently made that 
the* cover should really be made of 
sheet-metal, instead of Y rabtic, which 
is commoni y believed an inferior 
material. n fact, there is hardly 
a better one to be found for; the

NEW COLLAPSE IN PRAGUE. 


Second Building Crash In Week 
Spreads Panic In City. 
Special Cable to Toe New Yorke Truss. 
PRAGUE, Oct. 12.—Many are the 
heads which lie uneasily on pillows 
here tonight. While several hundred 
rescuers were still laboring to clear 
débris and remove lifeless’ and dis- 


figured bodies from the site where a 
seven-story concrete building col- 
lapsed, a four-story brick house in 
another district crashed the 
ground for the same reason, namely, 
poor material. 

Two such calamities in one: week 
has created a cky feeling among 
many thousand persons now living in 
houses of recent construction and 
hence also under the suspicion of be- 
i unsafe, 

he second collapse fortunately oc- 
curred at midnight when workers 
were absent and the streets below 
were empty, but these facts have not 
decreased the uneasienss and fear of 
those whose homes are possibly simi- 
lar death traps. The agitation has 
reached a high int in a. demand 
for an investigation of the material 
in all buildings erected during the 
past year. 

Forty bodies have been recovered 
at the scene of the first collapse, 
though the work of clearing away is 
only half completed» That the con- 
tractors could have been so crimi- 
ps al megligent has aroused deep bit- 

rness. 

An analysis of the material re 
vealed eighteen parts sand to one of 
cement.. When this became known 
the workers in several other houses 
walked out and demanded a similar 
analysis of the material- in their 
dwellings before they -would resume 
work.

By the middle of October the char- 
acter of an Autumn situation, finan- 
cial and industrial; will always have 
defined itself. A year. ago the 4 per 
cent. rate for both call and time 
loans, even during the. quarterly set- 
tlement Period, had shown what the 
money market was to be throughout 
the year. Export of gold on a large 
Scale had begun; the signs of the 
trade reaction which’ was to prevail 
up to the year’s end were clearly 
visible, and so were the signs of in- 
creasing speculation, on the . Stock 
Exchange. It was nevertheless in 
many respects a puzzling season, es- 
pecially because of doubt as to 
whether the stock market’s 
course ‘would be governed primarily 
by the falling industrial production 
and the loss of gold, or by the con- 
tinuing ease of money. It was soon 
made évident that the stock market 
was paying attention to none of these 
occurrences except the ease in money. 
-“The character of the present sea- 
son has already defined itself. In 
some.respects it has differed from 
what was expected for the Autumn, 
three or four months ago; in others 
it has fulfilled anticipations. Abnor- 
mally high money rates on Wall 
Street had been plainly foreshadowed 
by the midsummer money market, 
but the tension has probably been 
less violent than would have been 
predicted in July. Revival in nu- 
merous important trades, especially 
those whose reaction of last Autumn 
had been most pronounced, was sim- 
ilarly indicated by the Spring and 
Summer ‘production statements; but 
there had been some doubt as to how 
far high money would affect it. Im- 
port of gold, in response to the high 
money rates, was expected from the 
first, and the-importations have be- 
gun; they have thus far also con- 
formed to expectations by being re- 
stricted to relatively small amounts. 
Wall Street had probably looked for 
an Autumn renewal of the rise on 
the Stock Exchange, but even Wall 
Street would hardly have predicted 
in June the heights to which prices 
would be carried again, even before 
the Autumn had begun, or so swift 
a rise in brokers’ loans, after their 
reduction of early Summer, that. the 
total in the second week of October 
would have run beyond their high 
point of the furious June speculation. 

Since the course of the markets 
during the balance of the year will 
usually have been. indicated by Co- 
lumbus Day, the inference will prob- 
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ably now. be drawn by most observ- 
ers that money rates will continue 
high, but that speculation for the 
rise in stocks will not be stopped by 
them; that more gold will be im- 
ported, though in moderate amounts, 
and that the business season as a 
whole will be highly satisfactory. If 
this were 1924 or 1925 and the Au- 
tumn picture had presented these in- 
dications of prosperity’ and con- 
fidence along with easy money and a 
normal level of Stock Exchange 
prices, it would be as easy now as it 
was then to outline the longer fu- 
ture: It is not always remembered 
that the outburst of reviving activity 
after. the 1924 election, both in trade 
and on the markets, occurred not 
only with call and time money lend- 
ing at 2% to 8 per cent. but with the 
stock market’ ‘‘averages’’ consider- 
ably Jess than one-half as high as 
those of today., In these two essen- 
tial respects the present situation 
differs so widely from that of four 
years ago that it.is not by any means 
as easy to look ahead as it was in 
the ‘Coolidge year.”’ 

The late Autumn stock market of 
that. year had its eye on the sure 
developments of the next few years 
in the country’s trade; no one’ can 
positively say whether the markets 
are now. indicating the future or re- 
flecting the past. Nevertheless, if 
only the vagaries of the stock mar- 
ket. and the money market are dis- 
missed from consideration, the sa-
